Older Americans Act

Signed into law in 1965 and established the Aging Network which provides
community social and nutrition services for older persons and their caregivers.

The Older Americans Act funds services that keep older adults healthy and
independent in their homes.

The Kansas Department for Aging and Disability Services, as the designated
State Unit on Aging, submits a “State Plan on Aging” to the U.S.
Administration on Aging every four years.

Development of the plan’s goals and strategies 1s accomplished through
interaction with the Kansas Aging Network to meet the diverse needs of older
Kansans.
